{"Full text" of "White Paper" issued by the Organization and Propaganda Department 
of the RPR Central Committee on 13 May in Seoul--read by announcer] 


[Excerpts] On che first anniversary of the cursed 17 May violence the people in 
South Korea have no freedom or human rights. South Korea has been turned into the 
hotbed of military fascism with no justice or democracy. 


Traitor Chon Tu-hwan, having become the ringleader of the Yusin remnants with the 
behind-the-scenes instigation of the White House, has fabricated another fascist 
Yusin regime on top of bloody dead bodies in order to achieve his dirty political 
ambition and to guarantee the stability of the U.S. imperialists’ colonial rule 
which was faced with a crisis. 


Vast numbers of suppressive organs and suppressive forces serving the fascist 
terror are sweeping this land where the ghost of the Yusin dictatorship has once 
again appeared. This land is inundated with every sort of evil fascist laws which 
thoroughly deprive the people of their freedom and fundamental rights. Traitor 
Chon Tu-hwan, the murderer of the nation, has established an unprecedented world 
record in strangling democratic civil rights, murdering people and his cruelty and 
brutality is unrivaled. Fascist murderers such as the Chon Tu-hwan hooligans, 
who can neither survive a single day without bayonets nor feel happy without seeing 
blood, have no rival in world history. Because of his unprecedented crimes, 
traitor Chon Tu-hwan--a flagrant enemy of democracy, the masses and the nation-- 
is being furiously denounced by the people and the world and is subject to the 
nation's judgement. This is a natural consequence of his actions. 


The Organization and Propaganda Department of the RPR Central Committee issues 
this white paper at home and abroad to expose the dirty nature of traitor Chon 
Tu-hwan and the bloody criminal acts of this fascist maniac and murderer who, 
after having usurped power by bayonets and eradicated the last vestiges of freedom, 
maintains his military dictatorship by murder and the cruel suppression of the 
people who yearn for democracy and reunification. 




















1. A military’ prison without bare, 


In hie dirty greed for power, traiter Chon Tu-hwan--the vicious fascist dictator-- 
has turned South Korea into a large crucible of military fasciem. 


Pollowing the 26 October incident, traitor Chon Tu-hwan, the crafty fascist tyrant, 
usurped power by deception and violence. After the 12 December 1979 military coup 
of the vicious Yusin military clique, staged according to the joint scenario of 
the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency and the Pentagon, traitor Chon Tu-hwan 
clamored: the military will not and should not participate in politics. I myself 
have no interest in politics, I have little knowledge of politics. Thus, he 
promised not to participate in politics. This, however, was nothing but an empty 
slogan to confuse the people. It was a shameful trick to conceal his true color 
as 4 usurper of power. 


2. A desolate grave of democracy and human rights. 


South Korea, where a repressive fascist military rule is rampant, is a human hell 
in which democracy and human rights have been totally trampled underfoot. Traitor 
Chon Tu-hwan has perpetrated all sorts of criminal acts since he revealed his true 
color as a vicious robber of power. 


From 27 October 1979 to 24 January 1981, the brutal Yusin remnants maintained the 
repressive emergency martial law for 456 days. During this period they issued 
emergency alerts on four occasions, martial law decrees on 10 occasions, special 
repressive instructions on 21 occasiona and warning orders on 50 occasions. During 
the same period the military hooligans also unleashed more than 300,000 martial law 
troops on the major cities of South Korea. Moreover, they mobilized hundreds of 
thousands of intelligence agents and 270,000 combat police to suppress the masses 
of people. 


During the period from January through April 1980, the Chon Tu-hwan fascist 

military clique suppressed the just struggle of workers who demanded the payment 

of their overdue wages, wage increases, the formation of democratic labo: unions, 
the three labor rights, democracy and freedom. [It arrested, imprisoned and executed 
as many as 1,128 workers. 


3. A large-scale massacre of the people. 


South Korea, which has been turned into a graveyard o democracy and human rights, 
is a land of massacres. 


Traitor Chon Tu-hwan is the most brutal ringleader of massacres in the late 20th 
century. 





The unprecedented disasters and hardships our masses are suffering in South Korea 
today are the worst misfortunes which have been forcibly imposed upon them by the 
U.S. imperialists. It is none other than the United States that put the Yusin 
remnants’ horsehair hat on the murderer by fabricating the brutal fascist military 
regime, that trampled underfoot and obliterated democracy and human rights, mani- 
pulated the Kwangju incident and inspired to hold brutal political trials to punish 
the democratic figures. 

















The masses of people of all strata must clearly recognize that the \'.8. imperialista 
are the aggressors, not the protectors of South Korea, the plunderers, not the 
supporters, and the manipulators of the fascist dictatorship, not the defenders 

of democracy. They must vigorously unfold the anti-U.S. struggle for national 
salvation, 


Although the Chon Tuehwan ring is now indulging in bravado and bluster, clinging 
to the boss of the U.S. imperialists, the military hooligans will not remain .ong. 
[t is an immutable truth and principle that fascism faces ruin and democracy i: 
bound to be victorious. Fascism and dictatorship, however, do not come to ruin 
by themselves just as a new democratic society does not come into being by itsel:. 


Comrade Kim Ll-song, the sun of the nation, said: The South Korean people can 
overthrow the oppressors and attain liberation and genuine freedom only through 
their decisive struggle. 


Only through the strong massive struggle of the people can fascism be put to an 
end, the victory of the masses attained and liberation and genuine freedom achieved. 
The masses of all strata must rise up against fascist repression and bravely 

unfold the struggle against Chon Tu-hwan, fascism and for democracy. 


Our masses should liquidate the military repressive system of a handful of Yusin 
remnants and establish a democratic coalition government [minju yonhap chongkwon ] 
which represents the will of the broad masses and protects their interests. Our 
party, which is advancing under the banner of the great chuche idea, will more 
vigorously struggle together with the masses of all strata to achieve democratiza- 
tion and to expedite the dawn of reunification.

of the nation and divert elsewhere the attention of the people who were shaking 
with resentment, the article says, and continues: 


The “result of investigation," "facts of indictment" and so on made public by the 
fascist bandits were all fabricated by forcing the "defendants" to "admit" the 
"eontent" of the false "indictment" through brutal tortures. 


Suffice it to recall that the military blackguards groundlessly branded democrat 
Kim Tae-chung, and Chong Tong-nyon, Kim Sang-chung and other students as backstage 
manipulators and prime movers of the Kwangju incident. 


Having been thrown into jail by the traitorous puppets in the 17 May fascist 
action, they did not hear or see the Kwangju incident which began from 18 May. 


Everyone can judge that they could not organise or command such a big popular 
uprising in the prison of the military fascist gang. 


All the "charges" imposed upon the patriotic people and students in South Korea 
today were faked up by shocking tortures surpassing human imagination. 


By putting student Kim Chong-pae to countless tortures day and night, they broke 
his two front teeth and knocked him down unconscious three times and when a 
driver Pak Nam-son refused to recognize the false confession forced upon hin, 
the brutes stabbed him on the back with an awl and pulled out the nails of his 
10 fingers, making it impossible even to take his fingerprints. 


When they cannot fabricate facts even by psychological and physical tortures, 
the fascist hangmen use in tortures without hesitation narcotics and chemical drugs 
for distracting people and making them admit certain cases against their will. 














They put Kim Tae-chung to such torture and taperecorded what he said against his 
will and, after retouching it, used it as a document recognized by him. 


The so-called "adnission of charges" by Kim Tae-chung which they announced once 
was a fabrication through such vicious torture, 


The brutal tortures committed by traitor Chon Tu-hwan to penalise South Korean 
patriotic people and democratic figures, in fact, surpass the barbaric tortures 
of the defunct dictators "Central Intelligence Agency" in their brutality. 


The "trials" staged by them are nothing but a camouflage for confirming the false 
"indictments" they faked up. 


Only dark triale are allowed in South Korea, in which even the elementary legal 
rights of the "defendants," not to speak of the legal procedures to be observed 
in "trials," are violated. 


The puppets do not allow the "defendants" to freely choose lawyers, but make 
"lawyers" appointed by them appesr in courts for forms sake. 


Declaring that the false "charges faked up through tortures cannot convince 
people, the article says: 


This only indicts to the world the indelible crimes of traitor Chon Tu-hwan who 
brutally massacred Kwangju people and committed human butchery even behind bars.

The murderers indiscriminately machinegunned demonstrators and fired vulcan guns 
from helicopters. They pounced upon the uprisers, driving tanks and armoured cars 
over the streets, villages and people, firing flame-throwers to burn everything 
and using even dumdum bullets prohibited by international law. 


Not content with firing guns at them, the gangsters slaughtered people by stabbing 
them with swords, beating with clubs, burying alive in groups. They trampled to 
death with jackboots wounded people undergoing medical operation, stripped naked 
girl students, cut off their breasts with swords, ripped open the abdomen of a 
pregnant woman, took out the unborn baby and cut it to pieces. Their brutish 
atrocities were too horrible to see, from which even the devil would have turned 
away in disgust. 


As many as over 5,000 people were killed and far more than 10,000 people wounded 
during the period of the Kwangju popular uprising due to such brutal atrocities. 


Never to be condoned down through generations are the crimes of the traitor Chon 
Tu-hwan who, challenging the demand of the people, covered South Korea with the 
dark clouds of fascism and massacred thousands of, tens of thousands of righteous 
uprisers by using force. 


Today the traitor Chon Tu-hwan seated himself in the puppet presidential chair 
in a sea of blood shed by the people and is advertising a “society of justice” 
and “democracy and welfare” and giving forth a lot of fine-sounding words as if

‘KCNA’ LASHES AT CHON FOR 1980 KWANGJU VIOLENCE

[Text] Pyongyang, 5 May (KCNA)=<Nearly 1 year hase passed since traitor Chon Tu-hwan 
plunged Kwangju into a sea of blood. 


The rancor and wrath smouldering in Kwangju indict to the whole world the bloody 
massacre of people by traitor Chon Tu-hwan. 


More than 2,000 patriotic citizens were killed and upwards of 10,000 others were 
wounded in Kwangju, hit by the bayonets of paratroopers of the puppet army, in 
10 days of May last year. 


To prop up the "Yusin system" traitor Chon Tu-hwan drove two divisional forces 
of the puppet army into the slaughter of fellow countrymen, telling them they might 
kill 70 percent of the Kwangju citizens. 


On 18 May the puppet army paratroopers waged a hand-to-hand fight with the peaceful 
demonstrators, causing heavy casualties, and nabbed demonstrators and dragged them 
‘bout by armored cars after stripping them naked. 


When students of the Chungang Girls High School in Kwangju, enraged by this, were 
going to launch a demonstration, paratroolpre surprised them and beat dead more 
than 20 girls with iron bars at the school gate. 


When angry Kwangju citizens started a motor procession on 21 May with a placard 
reading “Tear murderer Chon Tu-hwan to pieces!" the military blackguards opened 
a machinegun fire at them, killing 20 demonstrators in a twinkle. 


The gangsters installed machineguns on the roof of each high-rise building in the 
city and fired at the demonstrators to mow them down in sheaves. 


Paratroopers hit an old man in his seventies, a passerby, with an iron hammer on 
the head, killing him, and bayoneted to death an old woman when she protested 
against the massacre. 


The bandits committed without hesitation the brutal act of ripping open the abdomen 
of a parturient woman on a street and picking out the unborn baby and throwing it 
away. And they openly committed such shocking barbarity of stripping naked girls 
and cutting off their breasts at the Kwangju railway station plaza and in front of 
the Chungang-ro police box. 
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The puppet army paratroopers poured an intensive fire on some citizens who were 
attempting to slip out of the city on 22 May, piling heaps of dead bodies on the 
railway, 


According to the Japanese magazine "SEKAI," the fascist clique fired nerve gas 
bombs at the uprisers who put up the last resistance on 27 May, killing over 600 
citizens. 


On the order of traiter Chon Tuehwan to erase the trace of the use of dumdum bullets 
banned by international law, the puppet army paratroopers dragged wounded people 

out of hospitale in Kwangju and carried them to a deserted place, whom they either 
killed with flame-throwere or buried alive. 


The fasciat clique also perpetrated the barbarity of carrying away dead bodies by 
helicopters every night during the 10 days and throwing them into the sea to 
understate the number of those killed by bullete or by bayonets. 

The crimes of traitor Chon Tu=hwan can never be erased down through generations. 


The South Korean people will refer this traitor to judgement by history and bring 
down 4 sledge hammer of revenge on his head.

"KCNA': CHON CLIQUE ARRESTS, TORTURES POLITICAL OPPONENTS

[Text] Pyongyang, 15 May (KCNA)--The Chon Tu-hwan clique arrests without going 
through legal procedures any person who stands in the way of maintaining ite anti- 
popular ruling system. 


After the 17 May violence the military fascists had a list of 20,000 people to be 
arrested, The number of people arrested and imprisoned by them in Kwangju on 
charges of participation in the popular uprising was over 2,000. 


They arrested and jailed Kim Tae-chung and many other democratic figures merely 
because they called for democracy and were sympathetic with the anti-fascist 
struggle of the people, and illegally apprehended without warrant Catholic bishops 
for the reason that they produced and distributed printed material exposing the 
truth of the Kwangju massacre. 


All the arrested people, without exception, were put to brutal tortures. Right 
after the K-angju incident, the bodies of those killed by the bestial tortures 

were carried out of the underground chamber of the "North and South Cholla Provincial 
Martial Law Command" every day. Their number was more than 200. This means that 
one tenth of those arrested on charges of participation in the Kwangju popular 
uprising were tortured to death. 


In July last year the military fascists mercilessly beat to death eight participants

[ext] Pyongyang, 12 May (KCNA)=-The military blackguards of South Korea are of 
late kicking up much ado, "sacking gove-nment employees" and arresting guiltless 
people through a burlesque which they call "liquidation of irregularities and 
corruption” and “anti-bribery campaign." 


Thie is a crafty echeme of the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist clique to shift the 
responsibility for all ite irregularities and corruption and their evil conse- 
quences onto its underlings.

EXODUS FROM RURAL AREAS CAUSES INCREASE IN URBAN PROBLEMS 

Seoul MAEIL KYONGJE SINMUN in Korean 23 Apr 81 p 2 

[Editorial: "Phenomenon of Rapidly Decreasing Agricultural and Fishery Population") 
[Text] As years go by, the population of farming villages is decreasing. 


The same is ture for the population of fishing villages. This is not to say it is 

a new phenomenon, but the census results published recently by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries statistically show the state of exodus from agricultural and 
fishing villages during the 10-year period between 1970 and 1980, and once more bring 
it to our attention. 


According to the results of this census, which was carried out last December with 
farming and fishing populations as its object, the agricultural population of 10.83 
million showed a rough decrease of 24.9 percent compared to 10 years ago, and the 
agricultural share of the total population fell from 46 to 29 percent as a result. 


In addition, the fishing population was shown to have declined by 19.3 percent to 
745,900. 


An additional finding of the census was that the rate of decrease in the number of 
farming and fishing hcuseholds was relatively lower than the overall decrease in the 
farming and fishing population. For example, as of December 1980, there were 
2,155,900 farming households, 13.2 percent less than 10 years earlier, and 138,000 
fishing households, only 7.4 percent less than 10 years previous. This is evidence 
that the trend toward nuclear families is advancing even in farming and fishing 
villages. 


The decrease in population in farming and fishing villages precisely parallels the 
increase in urban population. Thus, the urban population is increasing rapidly as 
this social increase is added to the natural increase, and the problems of urban 
population concentration come under constant attack in areas of economic and social 
development. 





In the advanced countries such as in Western Europe and the United States, wnere the 
exodus from farming and fishing areas has all but ceased, it is not like this, but 
in our country and other developing nations which are moving toward rapid industrial- 
ization and development, it is only natural that we are unable to avert or impede 
this phenomena of exodus from farming and fishing areas. 
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Not only is this a phenomenon which need not be completely prevented, but, depending 
on one's viewpoint, it is a phenomenon which the country must guide as a policy matter 
for rational development and the use of natural and human resources, 


The fact is, the tendency of this population to migrate originates from the farmers' 
and fishermen's propensity to seek cities where they believe there are jobs, higher 
wages and futures, However, if one considers the realities of our country's rural 
areas, which face difficulties with mechanization, because it harbors extensive 
seasonal and hidden unemployment, and also because of the very small unitary agricul- 
tural scale, this exodus is e very desirable thing for agricultural modernization. 


However, for this decrease in farming and fishing populations to be accepted as a 
natural aid desirable phenomenon, an important precondition must be satisfied. Cities 
and industrialization must be capable of absorbing the influx from farming and fishing 
areas. In a word, they must be able to offer these people satisfactory jobs. If not, 
these people will become nothing more than urban "refugees" and they will leave the 
dimension of natural man and create tremendous political, economic and social problems. 


Therefore, depending on the conditions, a reverse flow back to rural areas is not 
unthinkable, recognizing however, that in actual fact, this would be an extremely 
difficult and rare happening. 


Although this census was completed last year, there does not seem to have been any 
change in that tendency at present, and there is some concern that the number of 
“urban refugees" may be increasing. 


Concerning this, there is nothing to do but hope for industrialization and rapid 
economic recovery. Also, the administration will have to be concerned with the 
settlement pattern and living conditions of the population influx from farming and 
fishing villages. 


Of course, there will be many problems concerning matters such as budgets and the 
size of the administration as well. 


Also, on the other hand, with the government giving even more careful attention to 
the development and stabilization of farming and fishing villages, it appears as 
though there is no need to further dampen the exodus from rural areas. 


In the meantime, it is inevitable that our farming and fishing village standard of 
living will improve, but is is difficult to deny that the sharp qualitative difference 
between urban and rural areas shows itself in the desire for rural exodus. 


As a nation, we must consider the stabilization of farming and fishing villages 
extremely important, and bear in mind that this population constitutes an important 
constituency.

PROBLEMS, PROSPECT OF GARMENT INDUSTRY DISCUSSED 
Seoul MAEIL KYONGJE in Korean 3 Apr 81 p 7 


[Text] As exports of clothing increase, the garment industry is suffering a shortage 
of raw materials, labor, and equipment, 


This may be called the three-fold worry of the garment industry accompanying the econ- 
omic recovery. 


If these problems are not solved, the industry will not likely be able to maintain 
its growth and increase exports. 


Mr. Kwon T'ae-hung, president of T'ae-hung Trading Company and president of the Korea 
Garment Industry Association, described the present condition of the industry by 
saying, "I wouldn't go so far as to say that the garment industry is prospering, but 
it is true that export orders are increasing in the non-quota areas -- the Middle 
East, Central and Souch America, and Africa." 


However, it is Mr Kwon's contention that the exportable amount to the quota regions 
is restricted and a small increase of orders from the non-quota regions cannot be 
described as a boom, 


He conceded, however, that as demand increased ia some areas and talk of orders, 
though not even confirmed, circulated, and as there was some trends toward trade 
liberalization, business expanded, creating an atmosphere of boom and resulting in 
insufficient labor and a shortage of raw materials. 


"Looking at the current trenc, even if there is no particular problems through the 
third quarter, predicting what will happen during and after the fourth quarter would 
be difficult, he said, 


Mr Kwon said that it would be difficult to determine whether the level of export or- 
ders would be maintained. 


Mr Kwon said that under these circumstances the shortage of skilled workers is due 
to the shrinking of the labor supply, explaining, "even up until a few years ago, 
after graduating from middle school young people entered the garment factories, but 
now there is a tendency for middle school graduates to continue their education or 
become office workers." 
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The shortage of skilled workers is connected with thie trend, and aleo, as the level 
of education rises, young people tend to avoid the garment factories, and because 
what with birch control, there is a shortage of women around 20 years of age who 
could become akilled workers, 


President Kwon said that in order to overcome these problema, "It would be advisable 
to switch emphasis from quantity to quality of manufactured goods, to upgrade facil- 
ities, and to absorb the idle labor force, including housewives." 


lie made it clear especially that the problem of recruiting from the idle labor force, 
such a8 wives, was pressing, and he explained that in order to recruit them, it is 
advisable to get women who think they should only be concerned with managing their 
households to change their outlook, and improve the wage structure to be based on 
ability. 


He stated that in places like Taiwan wages based on ability were being used, and in 
order to support that, use of hourly wages was necessary. 


"The problem of supply and demand of raw materiale alwaye arises when the garment 
export business recovers from a slump. As a trend of direct exporte by materiais 
manufacturers becomes visible, this kind of situation appears." 


Mr Kwon explained there there was no absolute shortage of raw materials, but because 
the materials manufacturers place greater weight on export than on local sale, the 
shortage of raw materials arose, and he said that this problem must be solved through 
the cooperation of both industries, 


"The upgrading of facilities is the immediate task of our industry,” he said, empha- 
sizing that efforts must be made to raise the performance of sewing machines, etc. 
to the level of foreign machines or better, that the import duties on special sewing 
machines must be lowered, and that the introduction of superior facilities must be 
promoted. 


He explained that in the case of the recent move to encourage purchase of domestic 
sewing machines, the price of domestic machines is higher than that of foreign 
machines, but the quality is inferior, and said that in the future the level of 
quality of domestic machinery must be raised through development of technology, etc. 





"The garment industry appears to be in too much of disorder. The situation is that 

if exports go well then the number of emall enterprises increases recklessly, and when 
exports do not go well, factories close their doors. Because of this, the order of 
the market is destroyed and the improvement of technology is delayed." 


He said that past registration regulations limited textile facilities to those having 
60 or more sewing machines the problem started when this measure was relaxed. He ex- 
plained that in the future some degree of limitation would be desirable for the 
advancement of the industry. 


in short, because of the numerous small enterprises, the established market order is 
destroyed, the labor recruitment problem is aggravated, and technological improvement 
is delayed. 
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He said that, “tn the ephere of the garment industry, one of the most important taske 
is the development of materiale and fashions," and explained that in order to do this, 
international cooperation and the exchange of information must become more harmonious, 
and the support and assistance of specialised government agencies is necessary. 


He said that in thie emall world the popularity of fashion designe spreads rapidly, 
and it would be desirable for ue to develop our own genuine fashions, 


That is to say, the development of Myong-dong fashions and the promotion of their 
popularity around the world could propel the industry forward. 


"The garwent industry has 344,000 skilled workers and 2,530 enterprises. From both 
the aspect of manufacturing and the export situation, thie is an industry that cannot 
be ignored. 


Mr Kwon described the condition of the garment industry in this way and emphasized 
that because most of the companies are medium or emall enterprises, a plan must be 
devised to continue to promote the enlarging of medium and emall enterprises. 


Also, he again emphasized that the recent labor shortage problem can only be solved 
be recruiting unemployed workers and by basing pay on ability, that the raw materials 
problem can only be solved by understanding and harmony within the industry, and that 
the facilities problem can only be solved by upgrading then.
